F earful W eapon Said to Have Seen 
Brought to Perfection by the 
W a r D epartm ent. 


One of the many Ingenious contriv­ 
ances developed during the recent w ar 
was th e “sm oke candle."

Wood Carving Cam * From Egypt. 
Wood carving was common in very 
early Egyptian sculpture. Some of the 
moat realistic statues of the ancient 
•mplre were carved In wood. such as 
the so-called “Shelkh-el-Beled" and his 
wife, and a number of others. Wood 
was a convenient ground for polychro­ 
matic decoration; that la, treating th* 
carved figure with a thin coating of 
plaster upon which the artist placed 
his colors.
